Million Tons of Food- 
•tuffe 
Have

to 
More T han 200,000,000 H ungry Per- 
eone W ithin E ight Month*.

Washington.— With the 
return 
to 
the United State* of Herbert Hoover 
Hie work of the American relief ad- 
ministration come* t« an end. 
Thin I* 
the organization through which tty© 
United States co-operated with the su­ 
preme economic council In Paris In 
supplying food to the hungry peoples 
of F.urop# after the armistice wa* 
signed lifst N<rteiffher. During the last 
seven and a half months Approximate­ 
ly 7,000,000 ton* of foodstuffs were 
shipped to the American relief ndmin- 
Inflation In Europe. 
The fond wa* distributed by flu* su­ 
preme economic Council, tinder the di­ 
rect supervision of Mr. Hoover, who 
bore flu* unofflefnf title of world food 
distributor. 
During hi* stay In Eu­ 
rope Hoover superintended the feeding 
of more than 2MO.OflO.dOO person*. 
He 
expended under the Juri*dint|on of the 
supreme economic council more than 
*NflO,(MXMXX). 
Never before in the his­ 
tory of the world wa* charity bestowed 
on such a broad scale. 
The celebration* called forth by the 
signing of the armistice were hardly 
over before the allies and tin* United

Stales throughout the period which 
this country participated in the war. to 
undertake the work of food distribu­ 
tor In Europe. 
It was necessary to draw on the 
stores of the United States for prac­ 
tically ail lh** food distributed. There 
ass no other country to which the su­ 
preme economic council contd turn. 
The United States will continue to fur­ 
nish most of th** food for th** European 
countries until those countries can get 
hack to a normal state of production. 
hut the buying, the shipping and the 
work of distribution over there will 
all bs In private hands. 
The people of this country who pay 
taxes to the federal government fur 
dished America’s great contribution to 
this charitable undertaking.

Ja n u a ry 1 and Be Completed W ithin 
a 
W eek— Gathering 
of 
S tatistics 
Wdl T ak e Months.

W ashington. — Tile 
m achinery 
for 
taking a census of the population, ag­ 
riculture, m anufactures, forestry and 
forest products, and m ines and q u a r­ 
ries of tile United S tates next year Is 
rapidly tieing set up. 
T he sta te sup er­ 
visors have Just been appointed. 
T he 
director o f Hie census w as required by 
law til Hallie th e supervisors at least 
six m onths before the beginning of the 
census taking peri ml. 
T he next big 
step will lie tim appointm ent of en u ­ 
m erators. 
T hese a re the men and 
women (women are included because 
they are to have a share in tills work 
this time) who will count the hum an 
beings, num ber the live stock Iii the 
country and itemize its wealth, 
T he country Is now being divided 
into census districts. 
As ii rule the 
precinct in the city and the tow nship 
In th*, country will constitute th e units. 
An enu m erato r for each unit will he 
appointed. 
In years gone by there has 
been u rush for tills employment, lint 
finis fur there is no indication, say tile 
census officials, that an unusual n u m ­ 
b er of persons will seek these places. 
(Hi the other bund, th e director of tin* 
census is sotin w hat concerned lest It 


him)* not be |ms**ilile to obtain the serv­ 
ices of com petent persons everyw here. 
Pay of E num erators Not High. 
Tile pay which the governm ent will 
allow en um erators is not particularly 
inviting HS w ages go these days.

T he U tagaki, o r primitive form o f 
wooing, according to which U tagaki 
was most fashionable, took place at 
T suw akinoiclit in I'a ma to, in the vi­ 
cinity of M ount Utagaki. 
At tlu-s.> 
happy gathorng*. lf a man failed to 
win the heart of th e lady in* wa* bent 
on winning, th e others nun Ie a laugh- 
tng-stock of him an d jeered him to in ­ 
dignation.

THOSE MILLIONAIRES 


F or some m onths wild statem ents 
have been m aking the round* of the 
press which purported lo tell the re 
m arkable story of 18,000 new mil­ 
lionaires created by the war. 
The.ie 
overloaded plutocrats were said to be 
residents of the United Stales and a 
new and serious menace to business, 
society, labor and what not. 
In nu effort to learn the facts about 
these prosperous eighteen thousand 
we have secured from Johnson, Peck 
& CO. of Chicago, Illinois, a certified 
copy of the government statistics on 
income tax retu rn s for 1914 to 1917, 
the latest returns to Im had aud re­ 
liable. 
Of course the statistics for 
1918 have not yet been compiled aud 
published. 
From this source of Informal ion we 
have gathered some inlereHting facts 
—-too many for this short article. 
The total num ber of m illionaires 
In the United States in 19lf* as shown 
by the above report, was 17,085 aud 
in 1917 the num ber was 19,lot! 
an 
Increase of 2,018 nod not 18,000. 
O ther Interesting disclosures were 
that 
th** men whose incomes were 
around $2.OOO a year received for 
I hit I year a net income of $4,180,- 
OOn.eeo 
twice as much as al! of the 
m illionaires in the United States re­ 
ceived in Incomes for the same year 
— 1917. 
Professor VV. I. King, a statistician 
of unquestioned authority, states that 
the so-cnllcd wealthy classes of the 
United States received about 20 per 
cent of the incomes in the United 
States and that tile workers, the la­ 
borers, tile farm ers and men engaged 
in small business enterprises rereiv­ 
ed the other $0 per cent. 
A nother fact which is surprising. 
lr th at, while In 1910 there were 206 
people iii the I illicit States who en ­ 
joyed an Income of a million dollars 
a year, this num ber had shrunk iii 
1917 to 141 and their net incomes 
had shrunk $157,427,720 
for 
the 
year. 
These farts being established th e n 1 
is nothing for us common folks to iii 
alarm ed over in tile whole matter. 
The trouble* of tile rich and Un 
sh rin k in g of their Incomes worry us 
not at all. 
Reliable figures for 1918 and 1919 
will be examined with great Interest 
when available as it is certain that 
Increased taxation su d other things 
have hit the rich men still harder 
during this last p< rind.

Washington 
Tiler** has b**<*ri a rapid 
shift In senatorial scenery on tIm* stage 
from which Is presented the Inter­ 
national drama of th** League of Na­ 
tions. 
It Rinks today as lf the covenant 
of th** league arid the pact of ponce 
iir** to In* sanctioned by the senate af 
tile I lilted States, but with reserva­ 
tions of a kind which will set forth 
definitely 
th** 
understanding which 
Hie I'nited States has of certain ar­ 
ticles of tin* document nm! by which 
this country Intends to stand in tit** 
future. 
’J'la* reason for th** belief, share*! 
by all parties to the controversy, that 
reservations will he adopted, Is to be 
found In the recent pronouncements of 
several senators who were supposed 
to Im* favorable to flu* covenant as 
It stands, flint they cannot support i* 
unless 
certain 
reservations 
ar** In- 
eluded, 
Several Democratic M«*n*tt*•r*- 
c*Minted on from th** first as supporter* 
o f th** president's position ii I ready have 
announced that they ar** In favor of 
certain milder changes which tin vt* 
been recommended by other senators 
who from tin* first him* been lu favor 
of the league but who also from tim 
first him* 
deciare*! 
themselves 
a* 
favorable to what they mil American 
reservations. 
The report of th** majority of the 
committee on foreign relation* lias 
been made to Iii** senate; accompany 
lug It there Is a minority report, TI: 
majority report recommends eertniM 
reservations which some men hold to 
be so radical as to necessitate tin* 
recommittal of tin* treaty to th** rep 
resent ii fives * if th** greut powers, 
minority report favors th** treat 
It stands. 


Three Factions in the Senate. 
Iii the committee on foreign rela­ 
tions th** proportion of members wha 
ar** opposed to th** treaty, and there 
fore necessarily to mild reservations 
thereto, Is greater than the pro{H»rtlon 
In the senate proper. This menus that 
tin* committee majority cannot hop** In 
fin* open senate for the solid majority 
support of Its reported reservations 
ibm it secured In th** committee. 
Tin* tight Is now on, ami largely it 
centers 
on 
tin* 
compromise 
which 
must la* made lf mild reservations 
un* ti* Ink** the pin* e of Hie drastic 
ones 
recommended 
by 
Committee 
Cha I min ti Lodge ami ids supporting 
committee colleagues. 
There ar** tin**** 
factions fighting and they are not di­ 
vided according to party Rues. Thun* 
are at least four senators who would 
like to see the treaty killed out of 
hand; one of them is a Democrat 
while the other three are Republi­ 
cans. although It Is much more than 
a 
probability 
that another 
Demo 
emtio senator, who thus fur has not 
said much on tin* subject, also Is ep J 
posed to th** league In toto. 
T h ere| 
have been almost as 
ninny suggrs 
gentians concerning compromise* ti* 
there are senator* who are in favor 
of such compromises. 
Today, however, it looks as lf the 
reservations 
which finally 
will 
be 
adopted will follow th** lilies to a 
certain extent of those proposed by 
Senator McCumher ami acqules***! in. 
In considerable part, at least, by ti 
number of Republican*, amt, It is be­ 
lieved. by several D em ocrats. 
Mild Reservation* Probable. 
Senator Hitchcock win*, when tin* 
Democrat* had a majority In the sen­ 
ate, was chairman of the committee 
on foreign relation* and who is now 
the milking minority member of that 
committee, wa* strongly for the treaty 
a* It stood until It became apparent 
to him that there must be Rome yield­ 
ing in order to secure sanction of the 
document In a form which would not 
necessitate It* recommittal. 
Even while the president I* on hi* 
travels and I* urging the sanction *»! 
the treaty Just a* It stand*, bls chief 
supporte rs in the senate are admitting 
thnt mild reservation* almost ii ti que* 
ttonahly must he accepted, ami the 
strong belief Is that they have told 
this to the president in confidential 
communications. 
The great question now seems to be 
as to whether or not sinh reserva­ 
tions as finally are sanctioned 
will 
meet with presidential approval. 
Mr. 
Wilson can withhold the treaty even 
after the senate lins sanctioned It. 
provided he does not like the form of 
the sanction. 
No one In Washington 
knows definitely how much the presi­ 
dent may be willing to yield. 
It Is. of course, conceivable yet that 
the president may succeed In stirring 
up the country to such an extent as to 
win an apparent majority of the peo­ 
ple for his position. 
If he. sduill suc­ 
ceed In this and the senate k arris be­ 
yond a reasonable doubt (fist «a large 
majority of the people want the treaty 
with the mildest kind of roservations. 
It Is probable that the present inten­ 
tion may further he weakened and 
the reservations made what one sen­ 
ator has called “milk and water.**
